Washington, July 24, 1S63.
The Subsidy ta u American Miemnnhip Line.
The Senate amendments to the House bill estab-

lishing aline of steamers between New York and
Bremen and other European ports were non-con-
curred In and after some difficulty a conference
committee granted. The conference committees of
tbe House and Senate met this afternoon and agreed
to fix the time for which the royalty is to be enjoyed
by the oompany at fifteen years instead of ten, as
amended by the Semite. The bill originally asked
for twenty years and the committee agreed to the
compromise of fifteen. As the Senate was in execu-
tive session all day the committee were unable to
make a report. It is thought, however, that the bill
In Its preseut shape will be agreed to by both houses.
The Hawaiian Treaty.11» Probable Rejection.
After a protracted discussion in executive session

to-day the Hawaiian treaty was laid upon the table.
The main objection to the treaty was Its reciprocity
nature. Although there was a considerable influ-
ence In favor o( the treaty as suro to secure many
benefits to the population of the Pacific coast, the
supremacy of American Influence in tbe Islands and
their Isolated geographical position, It was con-
sidered, will force annexation as the most ready
means of overcoming the present drawbacks of a

fair growth of agricultural products without a mar-
ket In which to dispose of them. By rejecting all
overtures of the nature of the proposed treaty
everything In anticipated lo the way of securing
more intimate relations with these gems of the
Pacldc.
